innumerable. The leading 
colony would thai be nurtured in Englittt 
leelingt, Englith hxbitt, nnd English prefer- 
ence, and taught to look upon London ai tli* 
capital, not only of their political and com. 
mercinl uiteri-tta, but of their heart. They 
would bring their children here to bo educated, 
and their wive* and daughter* to be their 
companion* during their leciilitivo rimpaign, 
and on their return to their homes in tl * 

Eovineei would arucely leel thetntelve* to 
tenanted bj th* ocean from the teal of im- 
perial authority, -and the centre of all tlieir 
nobleat hope* and predilection*.

might find a suitable resting -eriaca, and these 
will thortly be eo immensely multiplied that 
wa ihtll be unable to refuse attention to their 
Claims, rivalry body knows we have apace in 
our colonies more than sufficient to acootnmo- 
dsle the popullliun of ill Europe, provided ibe 
mean* of paiuf* could be e^cd into e«i*t- 
enee. Bui the wtale on whkh we ue ri'iiuited 
to contemplate emigration is comparatively 
small.
